Dear Girls, 

As I am writing not only to Present Girls, but also to Old Girls, some of whom I 
as yet know only by name, may I begin by emphasizing that the object of the “ School 
Chronicle,” of which this is the first number, is very closely allied to the object of the Old 
Girls’ Society, of which we spoke at the Old Girls’ Meeting last May—namely, to keep the 
Old Girls in touch with one another, and with the progress of the School and its activities. 
The School (whether under its old name of the Manor House School, or the present new 
one, by which it was re-christened in September, 1919) has been and is a heritage, iiauded 
on by one generation to another, to be served by us, each in our turn. And as Present 
Girls leave and join the wider circle of Old Girls, it is right and natural that they should 
view witli critical eyes the manner in which the work they have left behind is carried 
forward, and that they should compare the present with the past. To this end a Chronicle 
of School events is almost an essentia], and serves to unite us all in public-spirited 
endeavour, and desire for the welfare of the School. 

It is with something of this in our minds that wc have decided to issue a Chronicle. 
And because a new chapter in the history of the School opened in September, 1919, it 
seemed suitable to make this number u record of events that have taken place since 
that dale. The Chronicle in future will appear annually, and it follows that subsequent 
numbers will contain less School news, and more Old Girls’ news, and (we hope) more 
original contributions. 

I cannot close this letter without voicing the Lope, which I think is in the mind 
of each of us, that during 1921 the School will not only maintain the tradition handed 
down to us from the past, but will go forward. 

I wish it, and all Present and Old Girls, a very happy New Year.

SCHOOL NOTES. 

March 29. A Musical Evening was arranged by Miss Snow for the Staff and 
Forms V.a and b. Pianoforte duets, songs, recitations, etc., were given by the girls, and 
several pianoforte solos, including the “ Hustle of Spring” and Rachmaninoff’s k ‘ Prelude” 
in C minor, were given by Miss Snow. 

March 30. End of Term Recitations.— Representatives from each Form 
were chosen to recite and also to read prepared and unprepared passages.

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June 15. A French Competition was held throughout the school. Two prizes 
were offered ; one for girls over fifteen was awarded to Daisy Stevenson, the other for girls 
under fifteen to Florence Bull. 

On the following day there was a Music Competition, consisting of tests in sight 
reading and scales and also" in a prepared piece. The successful candidates in Class I. 
were P. Hill, T). Stevenson, H. Tatlow and K. Garle ; in Class II. M. Hidderley, V. Roe 
and I. Hewitt. 

June 29. It was agreed that this day should be regarded as the School 
Birthday, that is the day on which the foundation of the School should be commemorated. 
In the morning, Miss Budgen gave an account of the history of the School and its opening 
about 1860. In the afternoon a cricket match between past and present girls was followed 
by tea on the lawn. Before the party ended everyone joined hands and “ Auld Lang Syne” 
was sung. 

The School takes this opportunity of thanking all those who helped to buy the 
School birthday present. The splendid sum of £7 8s. Od. was collected from past and 
present girls, and the following pictures were bought and now hang up in the school : 

‘'The Angelas,” “Hope,” “The Harvest Moon, 1 ’ and photos of “The Victory of 

Samothrace,” and the “ Venus of Milo.” The School received another picture, “ Two 
Gentlemeu of Verona,” as a birthday gift from Miss Powell. 

July 9. Photographs were taken of various groups of the Staff and girls. 

Miss Powell’s prize for the best paper on the holiday reading book, “Guy 

Mannering,” was won by Daisy Stevenson. 

At the beginning of the Autumn Term optional classes were arrauged for the study 
of Church History and the Prayer Book. 87 girls are attending the classes which are 
taken by Miss Budgen and Miss Beck. The Rev. L. Knights Smith kindly spoke to each 
class at "the first meeting. 

October 19. The School, as usual, provided a stall for the Sale of Work, 
held in the Town Hall, in aid of the Church Missionary Society. All worked hard to 
make the stall a sucess, and they were not disappointed. Every article was sold, with the 
result that £29 16s. Od. was raised, that is an increase of £6 over last year’s effort. Once 
more the School thanks all Old Girls and everyone who helped to make the endeavour such 
a success. 

December 9. A School Concert was given in the Town Hall. A copy of 
the programme is printed elsewhere. All the music was good and Miss Snow especially is 
to be congratulated on the successs of the concert. 

Two Christmas parties were very kindly given by Miss Budgen —one at the Lower 
School, on December 13, and the other at the Upper School on the following day. All the 
rooms were tastefully decorated for the occasion, and everybody thoroughly enjoyed both 
the tea and game3. 

December 14. Upper School Recitations. —The School decided that 
Form I V.b took the first place. Carols were sung at mark-reading on December 15. 

The following Prefects were appointed in the Spring Term : K. Orme, F. Greeves, 
K Gimbert, H. Tatlow. To these D. Stevenson and V. Roe were added in the Autumn 
term. 
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In September last, Hope Tatlow was made Head Girl of the School and a Head 
Girl was appointed in each form, as follows :—

At Christmas, 1919, Miss Bunting left ns. At the beginning of the next term 
Miss Hankinson came to take charge of the Lower School, and Miss Snow to teach Music. 
There were no changes at Easter; but in September, Miss Walwyn came to replace Miss 
Keut ; Miss Jones joined us to take Botany and Mathematics ; Miss Ridley came to help 
with Games and secretarial work, and Miss Aulton to assist with the Music. 

There have been several alterations in the School itself. The two new garden 
class-rooms and cloak-rooms were opened in January, 1920, and are occupied by Forms III.a 
and IV\b. In September, two rooms upstairs were turned into class-rooms. The room 
leading out of the big schoolroom has been made the staff-room, and that opposite is now 
the Head Mistress’s room. 

A Statue of the “ Venus of Milo,” on a corner bracket, was presented by Miss 
Budgen, to be given to that Form of the School “ which is the greatest credit to its position 
in the school.” In the Summer Term the prize was won by Form III.a, in the Autumn 
Term by Form IY.a.

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HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL. 

S it proved impossible to discover the exact date of the foundation of the School, we 
' decided to choose our own “ Birthday,” and -June 29 is to be our Commemoration 
Day. 

It was probably in about the year 1860 that a School was opened by Miss Sutton, 
in a house which stood on or about the site of the present Post Office. In 1870 it was 
taken over by her three nieces, the Misses Hawthorne, and was transferred to Iso. 9, Church 
Street. In" 1878 it again moved, this time to the Manor House. In 1883_Miss Nusan 
Hawthorne fell ill, and the School was carried on by ber two sisters until 1897, when Miss 
Green smith, who had been a Music Mistress in the School, took charge of it and moved to 
the present premises, which it has occupied ever since. As it grew, various rooms were 
used in addition to those in the house. In 1915 the ground-floor of Ladbroke House was 
taken ; this was given up, and part of the Drill Hall was used in its stead, to be replaced 
later by the large room behind the Wesleyan Chapel. 

On October 16, 1918, the School suffered a loss which is still fresh in the memory 
of most of its present friends in the death of Miss Greensmith. Her place having been 
taken for a time bv Miss Beck, on August 1st, 1919, the School was taken over by the 
Staffordshire Education Committee and re-named as the Uttoxeter Girls High School. 
New class-rooms and a cloak-room were built in the garden, and these were opened last 

LECTURES. 


SCHUMANN. 

A MOST interesting and instructive lecture was given on September 30, in the Saloon 
of the Town Hall, by Miss Prust, who came down from Leeds, at much personal 
inconvenience, to try' with considerable success, to make known the life and 
work of a composer who iB* occasionally somewhat underrated, but who nevertheless ranks 
with the great masters of music, namely, Robert Schumann. 

First she sketched his life, his difficulties in following his natural bent, and his final 
success Then she showed him as a journalist, and pointed out that he struck the first 
note in the modern school of music, and that he conld write in two marked veins of 
thought gaily and impetuously or quietly and simply. 

' * Miss Prust illustrated her lecture by playing several of Schumann’s compositions 
with "rcat skill and sympathy. One described a ball: the glittering lights, the spirit ot 
ioy and gaiety being beautifully rendered. Another little piece which she played, the 
44 Nachtstlick,” was greatly appreciated. Some examples of Schumann’s songs were also 
given by Miss Ridley who sang them with much feeling. 

The lecturer was heartily applauded, on the motion of Miss Budgen, who expressed 
■ the thanks of the School. Essays were afterwards written by the forms who attended 
r the lecture. 

NEW GUINEA. 

On October 5, the school attended n lecture at the Town Hall, delivered by the 
Bishop of New Guinea, minutely descriptive of mission work and life on that far away 
island, which is probably farther'from England than any other place in the world. He 
described its position and the customs of its inhabitants, tbeir former savage state and the 
difficulties experienced by tbe first missionaries in their successful attempt to spread the 
Gospel. He went on to'show how tbeir work among the natives had changed them from 
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cannibals to earnest Christians. They built their own Churcli and their Pastor’s house. 
If anything was needed for their Church or Bishop they cheerfully went miles to take or 
fetch it, and would go any distance rather than allow any Christian to miss the Sunday 
services. The Bishop gave many illustrations of the faithfulness, honesty, truth, and 
altogether splendid characters of these people and said it was a joy to live among them. 

At the close the Vicar offered a prize to each of the three schools that attended for 
the best essay written on the lecture, and the Rev. B. Hibbert offered a second prize. In 
the High School these prizes were awarded to Gladys Goode and Florence Bull respectively. 

CANADA. 

Ou November 15, Miss Budgen gave a lecture in the Saloon at the Town Hall, 
the subject being her journey from Liverpool across Canada to Vancouver in British 
Colombia. First of all she described the sea voyage and the comfortable appointments in 
the ships which carry the passengers acims the Atlantic ; the excitement of seeing strange 
land at the end of the voyage and landing on strange soil. 

After visitiug the historic city of Quebec the train is taken and the long trail 
across Canada is begun. The great C.P.R trains were described, besides which English 
locomotives seemed like pygmies compared with giauts. They have large dining and 
sleeping cars and observation cars at the end. In these trains, with various halts at places 
of interest, the journey is made across the rock country, prairie lands and up the Rockies 
to the Great Divide, and from here the descent begins which brings one down into 
British Columbia. Miss Budgen also described how the vastness, newness and the general 
unfinished appearance of the towns and country were the chief points which struck her as 
the journey was continued. 

A welcome addition to this lecture were the slides lent by the C.P.R. Company, 
showing views of interesting and beautiful scenery, and of the towns which are passed on 
the journey. The Vicar very kindly shoived these slides in his lantern, and when views 
of the Niagara Falls came ou the screen, he described them very vividly. 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Miss Beck and the vigorous clapping of the 
♦School showed with what appreciation the lecture was received.

PRIZE GIVING.

As it was the first function 
of its kind that we had held, we were particularly glad that so large a number of 
parents and friends were able to come, and that so many of the Governors, including Miss 
Powell (Chairman of the Governors) and Sir Graham Balfour (Director of Education for 
Staffordshire), were on the platform. 

Miss Budget! in her opening speech gave a short survey of the events of the past 
year, and emphasized the fact that we had arrived at an important period in the hisory 
of the School. For, with its reconstitution as the High School, a new chapter in its life 
had been begun, and all who were connected with it were conscious that it was the outward

GENERAL BEARING PRIZE :

As for the School, which might 
appropriately in the past have been called the “Manner” House School, the girls were to 
try let it be said of them that they were clever, jolly and good ; when they left »SchooJ, 
let them leave a good reputation behind them, so that the girls coming after them would 
inherit a high tradition. 


^ a K our *‘! ien s P°ke very kindly aud considerately of the work of the 
School, and the manner in which the change of constitution bad been carried out, and (in 
Ins official capacity as Director) proposed a vote of thanks to Lady Balfour. 

Miss Powell, in seconding this, said that she was taking almost a grandmotherly 
interest in the School, as Miss Beck was formerly one of her pupils at Newcastle. She 
spoke very appreciatively of the different School activities which had been inaugurated, 
more especially of the Games Club and the two Libraries (Reference and Fiction), and 
ended by wishing the School every success. 

It had been proposed to adjourn to the School garden for tea, but cloudy and 
threatening weather made it advisable to serve it at the Town Hall.

GAMES. 

'PHE Spring term, 1920, saw the beginning of an organized system of Games in the School. 
-Miss Hankinson, the first games mistress, had a very difficult task before her, for the 
gills uad no idea of real hockey, and her first view of the field in use was one of a 
- rowd of twenty-two girls all scrambling for the ball, fonr bricks for goal posts, half a cork 
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ball anil no markings of any description on the field, However, Games were entering for 
the first time iuto the regular time-table, arranged in two divisions, junior and senior, each 
division playing two afternoons a week. 

During the first term there were no outside matches, but three form matches were 
played : Form V. v. IV., the result of which was a draw ; Form IV. v . V. (return), won by 
Form V. ; and Form V. v . III., also won by Form Y., although it must be said that 
Form III. played a splendid losing game. 

During the Summer term we began to play cricket for the first time, but were 
greatly handicapped by the fact that there was no smooth pitch on the field. M. Poyser 
was chosen as Captain. At first the girls were afraid of the ball ; but, at last they learnt 
not to mind it, as was shown in the first and only match against the Old Girls. The 
School, however, lost by 19 runs, but showed some smart fielding, several good catches 
were taken, but the bowling was a very weak spot in their play. During this match an 
exciting feat was made by a large cart horse that tried to join in the game, and succeeded 
in making one run (over the pitch where the girls were playing). 

Netball was begun by the girls who were not playing cricket, and a little tennis was 

played. 


At Lhe beginning of the Autumn term hockey was started again, the girls being 
full of vigour and anticipation, and play was not hindered by bad weather until the very 
end of the term. This term the practices were taken in forms, each form electing a 
captain and a colour. The captains are responsible for making out the teams to play, and 
next term they will have to choose elevens for the form matches. There has been more 
energy shown, the girls have realized their places, and now see the use of combining. 
There has been a marked improvement in the play of the forward line. 

Miss Ridley was welcomed as a second games mistress to help Miss Hankinson in 
the practices. 

The girls have certainly improved in the way they prepare for the game and hurry 
up to the playing field, but there is room for still further improvement, for they have not 
realized the responsibility laid on them by having the care of the School property, which 
had to be bought at great expense for the use of the games’ club. 

The School is sorry to lose four of the first XI players, but it is to be hoped that 
other girls will come forward to fill up the spaces, and enable the School to do wonders in 
the return matches which will be played during the Spring term.

HOCKEY MATCHES. 

During Ibis second term of our existence as a Hockey Club we have been able to 
select a first XI., and four outside matches have been arranged, two of which had to be 
cancelled owing to bad weather. 

Our first match was against Leek High School on November 7th. The Leek 
ground was very good and much larger than our own field, but the first goal was scored by 
K. Forrester. The Leek team, however, soon discovered our weak places, and the wings 
especially took advantage of the fact that our wings played too much towards the centre, 
so that the ball was often run np the field in the five-yard line. The score at half-time 
was 2 all, our second goal being shot by F. Greeves. The game was a good one, but in 
the second half Uttoxeter seemed to lose heart and the match was finally lost by 7—2. 
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Our next two matches were played at home. 

On December 1st the Staff, reinforced by Miss N. Walker and Miss Knights Smith, 
played against the School. The Staff scored 3 goals in the first half; after half-time 
the" School seemed to wake up, and amidst ringing cheers scored one goal, to which 
they added another, and yet another until their total reached four, so that they won the 
ma^ch bv one goah It was a good game and the Staff are looking forward to the 
return match next term, when they hope that, with more practice, they may be able to beat 
the School and so cry “quits.” 

On December 3rd the School played against the “ Old Girls. ’ The play was very 
even, but the Old Girls felt the lack of practice, and eventually the School scored 2 goals. 
It was a very happy game aud both teams emerged muddy and ruddy, but contented, after 
their fights with each other and the elements. 

Our fourth match was played on Saturday, December 4th, at Ashbourne, against 
Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar School. Uttoxeter did not play well and the peculiar slope of 
the field seemed to add to their difficulties. We lost by G—0. 

The first XI.—Some of the girls who have played in the first XI. have played 
a consistently good game. 

F. Greeves has made a good centre forward, being quick in sending and taking 
passes, though she requires to practise shooting. 

Iv. Forrester has greatly improved her play on the wing since the Leek match. 
She is very quick and has learnt to some extent the art of dribbling.

'T'HE scene opeu3 at about 0 a.in. in the suburbs of Winnipeg. It is snowing hard, but 
^ none of the schoolboys or girls seem to mind that in the least, as the snow on the 
hill which they toboggan down is getting rather thin, and when a thin bit is reached 
the occupants of a toboggan are usually pitched out. 

Their preparation all done the night before, and this being Saturday, the school 
children journey forth muffled up to the eyes in furs, etc., and their skates slung over their 
shoulders. Soon the river is reached—the river that one could hardly tell was a river 
ir.se of the thick covering of snow which has accumulated over the ice. The trees on 
eidit r bank are weighed down with snow, and only the children are needed to complete the 
picture/* 

On arriving at their destination they immediately set to work shovelling the crisp 
white m. >7 i«ff the river with a shovel which is kept hidden in a convenient hole in a 
neypby tree. Soon the space required is cleared and the music of the skates can be beard 
mingled with shouts of laughter, as an unlucky child falls, and the others coming directly 
behind are unable to stop themselves in time—result : a heap of children vainly trying to 
regain their legs. Soon, however, they are up again, skimming down the river with an 
ease which the Canadian children are remarkable for. 

Before lunch time the sun is shining brightly, although it is bitterly cold. 
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In the afternoon there is an expedition to the prairie, where a snow fight is destined 
to take place. The solemn grandeur of the vast, lonely prairie, with its miles and miles 
of glistening white snow, makes no impression on those merry young Canadians who 
immediately station themselves in their respective “trenches” and the battle soon waxes 
fast and furious. Spies are sent out to see how the enemy’s ammunition is holding out, 
and alas for the poor “ spy ” if he is caught, as ilie punishment is usually a snowball 
shoved down the back of bis neck, which is highly uncomfortable by the way, as it 
eventually melts ! The battle over, they all tramp home to the tea they are quite ready 
for. 

Later on they again troop out with their sleighs and toboggans ibis time, and 
much fun is derived in sleighing down a hill which leads to the river, especially when, not 
being able to stop iu time, they shoot through the shrubs on the river bank on to the river 
itself with such a bump ! 

Instead of sleighing they sometimes go for snow-shoeing expeditions over the 
moonlit prairie. It is not nearly as easy to walk with those tennis-racquet like 
arrangement on one’s feet as one would expect*. But these children havetbeen accustomed 
to them since they were quite small. 

There is still another alternative for the evening’s amusement—ski-ing down a 
slanting erection made of wood which simply seems to tower up to the skies and which in 
reality is about a hundred feet high. After such an exceedingly *• busy ” day the children 
are very tired, but also very happy. 

So let’s all wish with all our might for some jolly snow and ice this Christmas, so 
that we too can skate and sleigh like our Canadian cousins.

MY LIFE IN INDIA. 

I WAS born in Karachi and I can remember my school. It was a big school and nearly 
all the teachers were nuns. Most of the people have dark skin and the men sometimes 
wear turbans of silk round their heads, leggings, a coat with a belt round > and shoes 
with turned-up toes. 

The women have baugles round their legs and arms and great ear-rings in their ears. 
They wear a kind of loose tunic and part of it can be drawn over their heads. The weather 
is very hot ill India, they have a season for the rain and there is no snow except up in the 
hills. In the winter we did not stay at home, we weut to my Uncle’s and Auntie’s. We 
did not live in u house with an upstairs, it was a bungalow with a verandah at the frout and 
the back. On the verandah there slept a native, with a lantern by bis bed, to guard the. 
house. The house was a fairly large one and bad a big garden. In the garden there were 
a lot of snakes among the plants. On very hot nights we used to have a net over our beds, 
to keep Lite mosquitoes away. 

We used to go to a friend who lived in a house that once upon a time was a fort, 
and near it was a well from which the soldiers get their water. 

All the people used to speak Hindustani, and the boys had a piece of elpth rotmd 
their waist. * 

In most of the houses there were beads, threaded on pieces of string, up at the 
window.
